From tho general tenor of tho report the sor- 
ghum experiment may bo regarded as a fail- 
ure, ths wont feature of the business living 
the variable results obtained, as thn results 
of one year's work oan In no way be counted 
on as a samplo of what tho next may be. 


Thu report contains tho results of "analy- 


tioal \\ork" at Fort Scott, Kan., Kio Grande, 
N. J., and Magnolia, La. The experiment!, 
for which an award of $1,200 was given by the 
oomnilsJonor of agriculture, are also given, 
nn.1 comprise work from all the section* ol 
the e< tintry. In the main the results may be 
•aid to be unfavorable, as any climatic change, 
no matter how slight, will change the charac- 
ter of theprodBot. 


Thu yield of sugar as compared with that ol 


niolus ,os also differs widely, and no definite 
percentage of sugar can bo flxed as being 
present in a certain amount of sorghum cunv. 
To su in the whole matter up brlufly the culti- 
vation of sorghum cnno for sugar-making 
purposes may be deemed Impracticable. 


Artisans' Dwellings In Prance. 


In i onnoctlon with the strikes In Franco, 


and the general movement among the work- 
lug classes which they portend, U Is Inter- 
esting to note some recent efforts to improve 
work men's dwellings. At Itouen a society has 
been lurmed, with a capital of £20.000, which 
h.ss erected six blocks In the oentre of the 
town, oapablo of accommodating 95 families, 
1 Uo runt* arc fixed at about the average rate 
•t the several districts, but the tenants have 
complete sanitary arrangements, and a good 
wntei supply Into the bargain. In each case 
a director of the company visit* every tene- 
ment once a week with a view of receiving 
complaints and entering Into kindly relations 
with the tenants. The companion havo sue- 
eecde.l so far In paying 4 per oent. on the 
oapltnl invested. A feature of the scheme at 
Lyon^ Is that a portion of the capital was pro- 
vided by the local savings bank, and it Is 
hoped to induce similar banks nt Marseilles 
•nd elsewhere to do likewise. But even so II 
wiir to «long time before France can vie with 
England In provision of sanitary dwellings 
tarlho (forking classes—Journal des Debate.

TMU cuptuin had called mo a, l«rmr to iuatlfv 
un .i-Jon with ttio crew, und it wua planned 
ihu' I should not livo long ashore. 
Whon I 


' caiue lu undo the bundles I found Ihora to be 


composed of umpty bottles, oakum, and bits 


I or edimiBs. Tlici'u wus not a particle of food 


—not an article o[ clothing—nothing but 
riiblHHh. It wus then I realized tho kiudnoss 
of Ilia rfoi'oud mate. Ho must havo overheurd 
I hem plotting to maroou me, and ho went as 
fur .is it iv.ia safe for him to go. 


When, u* about noon, I rose up and undor- 


i lood my possltion, I folt that tho flrst thing 
to do WUH to explore my Island. I am writing 
of I ho year 1852. At that time many of tho 
iilundB in tho Curibboun Sou hod not boen 
Chartered or namod. I was, as I afterwards 
ascertained, ou a key or isle to tho north ot 
Tnnidud, nnd up to twelve years ago it wus 
down on tho charts as "Little Coco." 


It was about throe miles long by one and a 


half wldo, and fairly wooded. There were va- 
rious birds, troops of monkeys, and numer- 
ous snakes, but no wild animals to put one in 
f eur. I hud been landed in the little bay on 
the western side of the island. I found a 
spring of wutor a quarter of a mile Inland, 
nnd plonty of wild fruit all around me, and on 
the first night of my stay I slept on the open 
teach. It wus three duys tofore I fully real- 
ized my position und saw that I must depend 
entirely upon myself. Then I walked clear 


oidod that my beat location was near where I 
bad come ashore.

high, however, nnd I got nothing moro. On 
the eighth day aftor I got the treasure, and 
about thirty duys after my landing, tho third 
mystery was revealed. At about nine o'clock 
In the morning, while the tide was sotting In 
strong, 1 observed a ship's boat driting in 
from the southeast. 
It was not ten minutes 


alter I saw her before sho wns cast upon tho 
beuch, and ua sho rolled over two bodies were 
flung out. To my amazement and horror I 
recognized them as the bodies of tbe oaptain 
and mate of the Albatross, although it was 
more by the clothing than by their features. 
It was plain at u glunco thut they had died of 
exposure and wunt. There wua neither food 
nor drink in tho bout, and the bodies wore 
little better than skeletons. It woa the cap- 
tain's gig, and it seemed that these two got 
away alone. They must havo drifted here 
and thoro for days, for there wus uothor suil 
nor oar. 
I was scooping out a grave for the bodies

Thoy could have knocked me on 
the head and safely taken ail, but thoy did 
not do It. The captain looked over my money 
and said I had about $23,000, and it was 
agreed that, in repayment for a passage to 
Porto Blco I was to surrender all rights to 
any further find and to tbe ship's bout. 
In 


four days those poor turtle catchers, nono of 
whom had ever had $56 at once, took $50,000 
out of tho sands. There wore moro boxes 
left, or It was so believed, but they required 
other outfit to secure them. I wus not only 
landed in Porto Rico, aa agreed, but told how 
to take cure of my money, most of which 
was exchanged for paper, and my passage on 
a Bailing vessel bound for New Orleans was 
secured. 
I did not go near tho owners of the Alon- 
tross. She had been reported lost, with all 
on board, and to this day not one of the crew 
has boon heard of. I could have gone to the 
authorities With my story, btfc who would 
have believed it? Those who hud plotted 
against me ba'd been overcome, uud I hud 
sprung from poverty to wealth iu a bound. 
Aud so I repeat, "God's ways are full of 
mystery."- -N. Y. Sun.

A Pennsylvania Woman With m Gift 


of Locating Petroleum Wells. 


That superstition hus a strong hold upon 


the humnn family Is very forcibly exempli- 
fied here in the heart of tho Ohio coal rogions, 
where tho prospectors, drillers and othois 
connected with the industry depend largely 
upon indications, having thoir origin t 
Bnpi-nit<°tlnn in "pointers" in the loeutlon»( 
wells, writes a correspondent of the St. Louis 
Republic.

In the Pacific. 


The United States Ush commission lately 


gent off to California GOO live lobsters, 350 of 
which arrived safely at Sucramcmto. Several 
attempts bad previously beon made to send 
ivo lobsters across the North American con- 
tinent, but hod failed. In the present in- 
stance, Col. McDonald, fish, commissioner, 
personally superintended the packing of the 
obsters. Aerate or box devised by tho late 
Capt. Chester was used. Tills wus placed 
ri«B%V>Sinfl>nr Iar8er box, the intervening 
nnor box"tbo"fol»fefs wofe'pluc'e'a oetWcte 
ayers of rock weed, which ut times was 
moistoned with sei wator. Each box hud an 
ndependent drain, so that the fresh wator 
!rom tho melting ice oould not cuter tho lob- 
ster box. The temperature of tho latter was 
feept at 45 degrees F. 


A fish commission car was used, tho boxes 


along tho side of it serving as tho outer box 
of the combination described ubovo; 100 
orates, ouch containing 6 lobsters, being 
placed in them, and surrounded with ico. 
Each morning before sunrise u careful in- 
peclion of the lobsters was made, and those 
that had died wero removed. Tho flrst day 
15 died ; tho second day, 55. Aftor that tho 
mortality wns much loss. All of tho»e that 
Jied were in an advanced state of shedding, 
and wero in poor condition when they 
started. On,e-half of the 860 lobsters thut 
arrived safely on the Pacific coast wor 
placed in tho ocean north of Sun Frnnolsco, 
uid the other half south. The condition of 
rhe water in that region is similar to that of 
3ie Atlantic off the Massachusetts cooBt. 
Tho temperature is about tho tume, but is 
more constant. Tho lobstnr on the Massa- 
chusetts coast crawls out into deep water in 
the summer, whore tho tomper.ituro is low, 
but It iu thought that the oquuhln tpmporn- 
tnre ot tho Pacific will enable the lobster In 
those waters to spend tha whole year iu one 
spot.— Scientific American. 


A New Spectra-Telegraph.. 


The speotro-toleRraph is not a now inven- 


tion, but a Danish physicist, Dr. Paul la 
Cour— surnamed "Denmark's Edison"— has 
•onstructed a new spectro-telegruphic appa- 
ratus on a principle of his own, which prom- 
ises to become Important, and which ho now 
exhibits at the Copenhagen exhibition. On 
the high roof ol the establishment National, 
Borne distance from tho exhibition, he has 
placed an apparatus which, when seen from 
the exhibition grounds, shows a vertical 
•teady spectrum. 


Oa being examined by a specially con- 


structed telescope, a number ot red and blue 
dots and lines are seen to appear and disap- 
pear exactly in tha same manner aa tbe dote 
and lines ou tho tape of a Morso telegraphic 
apparatus. This is speetro-telegraphy, and, 
by tho old of this apparatus and a telescope, 
messages may be transmitted at night with 
tbe same exactitude as by the electric wire. 
The invention will be particularly valuable in 
navigation, as, for instance, two ships may 
signal to each other without any fear of being 
misunderstood, while the beam from a light- 
house or harbor light may be made to flash 
any message to a passing vessel. 


The details of Dr. La Cour's apparatus are 


kept a secret, but it is known that the effect 
is obtained by tbe breaking of the spent mm 
by means of little slits opening and shutting, 
displaying the colored dots aud lines. This 
is again effected by on electrical apparatus, 
fitted with keys lettered aud numbered.—

The experiment!, 
for which an award of $1,200 was given by the 
oomnilsJonor of agriculture, are also given, 
nn.1 comprise work from all the section* ol 
the e< tintry. In the main the results may be 
•aid to be unfavorable, as any climatic change, 
no matter how slight, will change the charac- 
ter of theprodBot. 


Thu yield of sugar as compared with that ol 


niolus ,os also differs widely, and no definite 
percentage of sugar can bo flxed as being 
present in a certain amount of sorghum cunv. 
To su in the whole matter up brlufly the culti- 
vation of sorghum cnno for sugar-making 
purposes may be deemed Impracticable. 


Artisans' Dwellings In Prance. 


In i onnoctlon with the strikes In Franco, 


and the general movement among the work- 
lug classes which they portend, U Is Inter- 
esting to note some recent efforts to improve 
work men's dwellings. At Itouen a society has 
been lurmed, with a capital of £20.000, which 
h.ss erected six blocks In the oentre of the 
town, oapablo of accommodating 95 families, 
1 Uo runt* arc fixed at about the average rate 
•t the several districts, but the tenants have 
complete sanitary arrangements, and a good 
wntei supply Into the bargain. In each case 
a director of the company visit* every tene- 
ment once a week with a view of receiving 
complaints and entering Into kindly relations 
with the tenants. The companion havo sue- 
eecde.l so far In paying 4 per oent. on the 
oapltnl invested. A feature of the scheme at 
Lyon^ Is that a portion of the capital was pro- 
vided by the local savings bank, and it Is 
hoped to induce similar banks nt Marseilles 
•nd elsewhere to do likewise. But even so II 
wiir to «long time before France can vie with 
England In provision of sanitary dwellings 
tarlho (forking classes—Journal des Debate.

I or edimiBs. Tlici'u wus not a particle of food 


—not an article o[ clothing—nothing but 
riiblHHh. It wus then I realized tho kiudnoss 
of Ilia rfoi'oud mate. Ho must havo overheurd 
I hem plotting to maroou me, and ho went as 
fur .is it iv.ia safe for him to go. 


When, u* about noon, I rose up and undor- 


i lood my possltion, I folt that tho flrst thing 
to do WUH to explore my Island. I am writing 
of I ho year 1852. At that time many of tho 
iilundB in tho Curibboun Sou hod not boen 
Chartered or namod. I was, as I afterwards 
ascertained, ou a key or isle to tho north ot 
Tnnidud, nnd up to twelve years ago it wus 
down on tho charts as "Little Coco." 


It was about throe miles long by one and a 


half wldo, and fairly wooded. There were va- 
rious birds, troops of monkeys, and numer- 
ous snakes, but no wild animals to put one in 
f eur. I hud been landed in the little bay on 
the western side of the island. I found a 
spring of wutor a quarter of a mile Inland, 
nnd plonty of wild fruit all around me, and on 
the first night of my stay I slept on the open 
teach. It wus three duys tofore I fully real- 
ized my position und saw that I must depend 
entirely upon myself. Then I walked clear 


oidod that my beat locution was near where I 
bad come ashore. Had 1 gone to tho oast end 
of the island and raised a signal I should have 
been takon off within a week, as there was a 
bwghtor years right. Tho captain had called 
mo a lepor. Iliad never hoard. He had sent 
mo tiBhoro becunse I hud endangered the 
safety of tho croft. While I suspected that 
this was a subtorfugo, I was not quite satis- 
fled ubout It. 
If it was something to bo 


shunned nnd afraid of, why should I dare to 
osonpu? If taken oft 
1 I had no homo to go to, 


no friends to welcome me. I was lonesome 
and somewhat afraid liore.but was, neverthe- 
less, enjoying tho novolty of the situation. 


I built me a rudo shelter, wandered over 


tho island, fished, set snares and captured 
parrots and monkeys; and aftor the flrst weok 
wns quito content. I had beon on tho island 
tlirott weeks before the second mystory oc- 
curred. Tho peninsula or neck which you 
see on the western end of tho island wus com- 
posed of suud, und bare of tree or bush. It 
was about 800 feet long. There had been u. 
heavy blow from tho south, with a big soa 
rolling in, nnd aftor this had lusted two days 
there wus an unusually low tide. I caught 
sight of a timber liouvod up on this spit, uud 
went out to inspect it, and while surveying 
caught sight of some queer little boxes half 
buried in tho sand. 
I dug ono out to find it 


sohouvy that I eould hardly drug it away. 
They wore of wood, hooped with iron, and 
ton or twelve inches long by ol^lit or ton 
inches high. I had little i-uriobity na to tho 
contents, and tho Idoa thut they contuiaod 
treasure never cros&cd my mind. I got out 
four bofore the lido turned, and there wore 
several moro in sight. After I hud thorn all 
together above .ugh water, I begun to wonder 
whether they contained nulls or bullets, uud 
set about breaking ono open. When rows 
upon rowfc ot silver coins greeted my eves I 
cumo nour losiag whut little sense I hud. 
Two others contained silver, tho foiutb onu 
gold. It was English money, uveiy piece of 
It, and as I had never seen any bofore, I wua 
at n loss to estimate tho vuluo. 


Before the discovery of thut money I wanted 


nothing but a pair of shoos, und tho sight of 
H sail would not have affected me. Now I 
was wild to get at the other boxea, and my 
eyes wore conbtuntly searching tbo sea for 
Bight of relief. I dragged tho boxes to my 
house, and moat of ouch day for the next 
week was spent on the neck in hopes of net- 
ting at more trousnro. 
Tho wntor continued 


high, however, nnd I got nothing moro. On 
the eighth day aftor I got the treasure, and 
about thirty duys after my landing, tho third 
mystery was revealed. At about nine o'clock 
In the morning, while the tide was sotting In 
strong, 1 observed a ship's boat driting in 
from the southeast. 
It was not ten minutes 


alter I saw her before sho wns cast upon tho 
beuch, and ua sho rolled over two bodies were 
flung out. To my amazement and horror I 
recognized them as the bodies of tbe captain 
and mate of the Albatross, although it was 
more by the clothing than by their features. 
It was plain at u glunco thut thoy had died of 
exposure and wunt. There wua neither food 
nor drink in tho bout, and the bodies wore 
little better than skeletons. It woa the cap- 
tain's gig, and it seemed that these two got 
away alone. They must havo drifted here 
and thoro for days, for there wus uothor suil 
nor oar. 
I was scooping out a grave for the bodies 


When a turtle sloop rounded the island and 
was in. the cove before I saw her.

crow ol three men and a boy, and thoy had 
come for a stay of a week or two. It being th# 
season when the turtles oame ashore to lay 
their eggs. They wero not from tha main- 
land, but from a larger Island to tho north, 
and were native West Indians. The captain 
spoke English fairly well, and I gave him a 
fujl explanation, oven to the finding of the 
treasure. Thoy could have knocked me on 
the head and safely taken ail, but thoy did 
not do It. The captain looked over my money 
and said I had about $23,000, and it was 
agreed that, in repayment for a passage to 
Porto Blco I was to surrender all rights to 
any further find and to tbe ship's bout. 
In 


four days those poor turtle catchers, nono of 
whom had ever had $56 at once, took $50,000 
out of tho sands. There wore moro boxes 
left, or It was so believed, but they required 
other outfit to secure them. I wus not only 
landed in Porto Rico, aa agreed, but told how 
to take cure of my money, most of which 
was exchanged for paper, and my passage on 
a Bailing vessel bound for New Orleans was 
secured. 
I did not go near tho owners of the Alon- 
tross. She had been reported lost, with all 
on board, and to this day not one of the crew 
has boon heard of. I could have gone to the 
authorities With my story, btfc who would 
have believed it? Those who hud plotted 
against me ba'd been overcome, uud I hud 
sprung from poverty to wealth iu a bound. 
Aud so I repeat, "God's ways are full of 
mystery."- -N. Y. Sun.

A Pennsylvania Woman With m Gift 


of Locating Petroleum Wells. 


That superstition hus a strong hold upon 


the humnn family Is very forcibly exempli- 
fied here in the heart of tho Ohio coal rogions, 
where tho prospectors, drillers and othois 
connected with the industry depend largely 
upon indications, having thoir origin t 
Bnpi-nit<°tlnn in "pointers" in the loeutlon»( 
wells, writes a correspondent of the St. Louis 
Republic. As an illustration of this fact, the 
following story will be found entertaining: 


"I will tell you something that you may 


believe or not, just aa you please, but it is a 
fact nevertheless, that some of the bes', oil 
wells located in tile Lima, North Baltimore 
and Fhidluy flelds huve boon drilled in tho 
very spots located by an old wizard, or rather, 
wizardose.

In Pennsylvania, is well educated, and her 
husband U well off. Sho has boen here a 
number of times at the request of oil mon 
familiar with her success in tho Washington 
county Holds in Pennsylvania. In every 
case nor predictions have been fulfilled to the 
letter.

the old divining-rod used bv watflr-wltcbes in 
BearouiiiK iui uie locution of wolls.

In the Pacific. 


The United States Ush commission lately 


gent off to California GOO live lobsters, 350 of 
which arrived safely at Sucramcmto. Several 
attempts bad previously beon made to send 
ivo lobsters across the North American con- 
tinent, but hod failed. In the present in- 
stance, Col. McDonald, fish, commissioner, 
personally superintended the packing of the 
obsters. Aerate or box devised by tho late 
Capt. Chester was used. Tills wus placed 
ri«B%V>Sinfl>nr Iar8er box, the intervening 
nnor box"tbo"fol»fefs wofe'pluc'e'a oetWcte 
ayers of rock weed, which ut times was 
moistoned with sei wator. Each box hud an 
ndependent drain, so that the fresh wator 
!rom tho melting ice oould not cuter tho lob- 
ster box. The temperature of tho latter was 
feept at 45 degrees F. 


A fish commission car was used, tho boxes 


along tho side of it serving as tho outer box 
of the combination described ubovo; 100 
orates, ouch containing 6 lobsters, being 
placed in them, and surrounded with ico. 
Each morning before sunrise u careful in- 
peclion of the lobsters was made, and those 
that had died wero removed. Tho flrst day 
15 died ; tho second day, 55. Aftor that tho 
mortality wns much loss. All of tho»e that 
Jied were in an advanced state of shedding, 
and wero in poor condition when they 
started. On,e-half of the 860 lobsters thut 
arrived safely on the Pacific coast wor 
placed in tho ocean north of Sun Frnnolsco, 
uid the other half south. The condition of 
rhe water in that region is similar to that of 
3ie Atlantic off the Massachusetts cooBt. 
Tho temperature is about tho tume, but is 
more constant. Tho lobstnr on the Massa- 
chusetts coast crawls out into deep water in 
the summer, whore tho tomper.ituro is low, 
but It iu thought that the oquuhln tpmporn- 
tnre ot tho Pacific will enable the lobster In 
those waters to spend tha whole year iu one 
spot.— Scientific American. 


A New Spectra-Telegraph.. 


The speotro-toleRraph is not a now inven- 


tion, but a Danish physicist, Dr. Paul la 
Cour— surnamed "Denmark's Edison"— has 
•onstructed a new spectro-telegruphic appa- 
ratus on a principle of his own, which prom- 
ises to become Important, and which ho now 
exhibits at the Copenhagen exhibition. On 
the high roof ol the establishment National, 
Borne distance from tho exhibition, he has 
placed an apparatus which, when seen from 
the exhibition grounds, shows a vertical 
•teady spectrum. 


Oa being examined by a specially con- 


structed telescope, a number ot red and blue 
dots and lines are seen to appear and disap- 
pear exactly in tha same manner aa tbe dote 
and lines ou tho tape of a Morso telegraphic 
apparatus. This is speetro-telegraphy, and, 
by tho old of this apparatus and a telescope, 
messages may be transmitted at night with 
tbe same exactitude as by the electric wire. 
The invention will be particularly valuable in 
navigation, as, for instance, two ships may 
signal to each other without any fear of being 
misunderstood, while the beam from a light- 
house or harbor light may be made to flash 
any message to a passing vessel. 


The details of Dr. La Cour's apparatus are 


kept a secret, but it is known that the effect 
is obtained by tbe breaking of the spent mm 
by means of little slits opening and shutting, 
displaying the colored dots aud lines. This 
is again effected by on electrical apparatus, 
fitted with keys lettered aud numbered.—

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION WHICH 


EVERY VOTER MUST ANSWER. 


Am? of Uanamtk Declaration* and Ex- 


•mkm Which Are of Vital Import- 
WM* to Kr«rjf Man Wlio Will Cart* • 
Ballot In Nmmb*r. 


In a political content no important to all 


the people of this country and affecting so 
closely and patently tho financial policy 
of the nation and consequently the ma- 
terial interest* of Its citizens, every voter 
•houki dearly understand the positions 
occupied by the particr asking his sup- 
port. 
Fortunately there Is but one con- 


troverted fact regarding their positions— 
tho attitude of the Democracy. The issue 
!• squarely one of taxation and may bo 
concisely stated thus: How shall the cov- 
port/ The Ucpubllcan party nays by the 
imposition of protective duties upon Im- 
ported articles which compete with those 
of home production.

What U the position of tho Democracy? 


1« it a free trade party? Those are ques- 
tions of vital Importance and should be 
explicitly and honestly answered by each 
voter before be casts his ballot for or 
against the policy which that party rep- 
resents. 
For tho purpose of showing ex- 


actly what is the attitude of the Democ- 
racy, we will submit tho declarations of 
the party iu its national conventions, tho 
latest act of tho party in congress, and 
the expressions of its leaders and of un- 
prejudiced foreigners.

In 1808 tho plat- 
form wan "tariff for revenue with incl- 
iontnl protection." 
In 1873 tho party 


ronurulzed tliat there Hero "honest but 
Irreconcilable difference;) wilb regard to 
therusportlvo nysterns of protection and 
I pee trade" aud remitted the discussion 
•f tli» question to tho congressional dis- 
trict n. 


In 1176 tht tariff plank wai: "We do-

Ai d in 1890 U repeated this saying:

In 1381 tho phraseology was again varied 


nlthoupti the meaning was not changed. 
The gist of the tariff plank was in these 
words: "We demand that Federal taxa- 
tion shall be exclusively for public pur- 
poses and shall not exceed the needs of 
tlie government economically admiuis- 


In the platform of 1883 there is no spe- 


rlflc declaration upon tho tariff, but the 
president's message and the Mills bill are 
Indorsed and thus become tho present 
tariff platform of tho party. 


Tho policy announced by the president 


and adopted by tho Democratic conven- 
tion Is very plain. There Is, the president 
•uys, a surplus this year of $113,000,000. 
This must be got rid of by reducing taxa- 
t'on, and as he declines to touch the in- 
ternal revenue tho reduction must be 
made in customs duties which *marmt to 
derived from luxuries which it is not pro- 
posed to touch. Of tho balance $58,000,- 
(KK) comes from sugar, and this item Is not 
reduced above $11,000,000 by the Mills 
bill, adopting Democratic figures. Thtfre 
rrmains a balance of $117,000,000 customs 
duties upou which tho reduction of tho 
•nrplus must be made, and, by the figures 
of Mr. Cleveland and his party, there re- 
Widns a sn-.-plus of $102,000,000. It Istoo

•103,000,000 upon duties only $15,000,000 
larger is free trade. But this is tho in- 
eVm?We 1°*;io °' tlu) Presldent's message. 
The other article in the tariff creed is 


tho Mills Mil, which is much lew radical 
than the president's recommendations, 
although still in the direction of frc* 
trad*. The reason why it is loss radical 
fe naively explained by Mr. Mills, who 
admits that it is crude and unsatisfac- 
tory, but tho best that would pass. It is 
not the ideal Democratic measure, but 
merely a beginning—the first move in aa 
attempt to carry out the ideas Mr. Clevo- 
Uua expresses. It has free wool, which 
Tlie Philadelphia Tunes two years atro 
•aid meant free trade, and the general 
tread of the bill is clearly in that direc- 
tion.

Five of them were 
maco because the buneficiaries had already 
been allowed at the pension office a better 
stipend than they could toe-lire under the 
bills. During the terms of Grant and 
succeeding Republican presidents the 
home of representatives was IJamocratic 
with tho exception of two years, and 
allowed pension legislation to accumulate 
and refused to pass much that was 
worthy. Before Grover Cleveland came 
into office there were modifications of the 
pension laws that extended the benefit 
of tho system, and the Democratic party 
dropped its hold back policy.

Tlio presumption concerning the 


latter Is that the applicants had such iu 
flucjico that, while he would not endorse 
their claims, ho tlaro not openly deny 
them. This is furthcrproof of the innate 
moRil cowardice of tho man. 


Inasmuch as ho refused to sign those 


bills he certainly did not approve of them 
so tlio record of disapproval ia 171 vetoes 
plus 157 unsigned bills, making in all a 
total of 828 disapprovals from incomplete^ 
returns of three years 
This, in com- 


parison with tho Republican record ol 
eight vetocu iu twenty-four yearn, cuts a 
sorry figure, and tho comparison is still 
worm when It is rcmembored that five ol 
the eight Republican vetoes were made 
for the pensioner's benefit. 
The record 


of twenty-four years' Republican admin- 
istration is -three actual vetoes. The 
record of a trifle over three years of Dem- 
ocralio administration is 171 vetoes and 
157 disapprovals. These figures ore abso- 
lutely correct and can be verified by the 
records.

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION WHICH 


EVERY VOTER MUST ANSWER. 


Am? of Uanamtk Declaration* and Ex-

In a political content no important to all 


the people of this country and affecting so 
closely and patently tho financial policy 
of the nation and consequently the ma-

In 1381 tho phraseology was again varied

The gist of the tariff plank was in these 
words: "We demand that Federal taxa- 
tion shall be exclusively for public pur- 
poses and shall not exceed the needs of 
tlie government economically admiuis- 


In the platform of 1883 there is no spe- 


rlflc declaration upon tho tariff, but the 
president's message and the Mills bill are 
Indorsed and thus become tho present 
tariff platform of tho party. 


Tho policy announced by the president 


and adopted by tho Democratic conven- 
tion Is very plain. There Is, the president 
•uys, a surplus this year of $113,000,000. 
This must be got rid of by reducing taxa- 
t'on, and as he declines to touch the in- 
ternal revenue tho reduction must be 
made in customs duties which *marmt to 
derived from luxuries which it is not pro- 
posed to touch. Of tho balance $58,000,-

The reason why it is loss radical 
fe naively explained by Mr. Mills, who 
admits that it is crude and unsatisfac- 
tory, but tho best that would pass. It is 
not the ideal Democratic measure, but 
merely a beginning—the first move in aa 
attempt to carry out the ideas Mr. Clevo- 
Uua expresses. It has free wool, which

Five of them were 
maco because the buneficiaries had already 
been allowed at the pension office a better 
stipend than they could toe-lire under the 
bills. During the terms of Grant and 
succeeding Republican presidents the 
home of representatives was IJamocratic 
with tho exception of two years, and 
allowed pension legislation to accumulate 
and refused to pass much that was 
worthy. Before Grover Cleveland came 
into office there were modifications of the 
pension laws that extended the benefit 
of tho system, and the Democratic party 
dropped its hold back policy. 


The real question is not on how man; 


blllH Cleveland has signed, for wo take th* 
ground that all disabled, and deserving 
veterans aro entitled to recompense, bu 
on tiow many he has vetoed or disap 
proved. The record shows tliat duririj, 
the first three sessions of congress he vo 
tnnrt 171 bill* witli qthnrs to hear from 
gust lie had rofiihcd to sign 157 bills which 
ho permitted to become laws by tolora 
tion 
Tlio presumption concerning the 


latter Is that the applicants had such iu 
flucjico that, while he would not endorse 
their claims, ho tlaro not openly deny 
them. This is furthcrproof of the innate 
moRil cowardice of tho man. 


Inasmuch as ho refused to sign those 


bills he certainly did not approve of them 
so tlio record of disapproval ia 171 vetoes 
plus 157 unsigned bills, making in all a 
total of 828 disapprovals from incomplete^ 
returns of three years 
This, in com- 


parison with tho Republican record ol 
eight vetocu iu twenty-four yearn, cuts a 
sorry figure, and tho comparison is still 
worm when It is rcmembored that five ol 
the eight Republican vetoes were made 
for the pensioner's benefit. 
The record 


of twenty-four years' Republican admin- 
istration is -three actual vetoes. The 
record of a trifle over three years of Dem- 
ocralio administration is 171 vetoes and 
157 disapprovals. These figures ore abso- 
lutely correct and can be verified by the 
records. No Democratic paper dare pub- 
lish them and then assert that Cleveland, 
tho man who hired a substitute and 
turned his back on the exercises of Dec- 
nratlnn flajr^It o-A.u^i t* 41.. «..tnnnn „« 
his cause.—Cincinnati Commercial Ga- 
zette.

great shipping point. Even now there are 
large grain elevators, storage houses and 
lumber wharves located here, with bright 
prospects of a great increase. There arc in port 
at the present writing four vessels loading 
wheat for Europe, two with coal for San 
Francisco, and a large number with lumber 
for different parts of the globe. 


Fish ore very plentiful in the Sound and 


in the Puyallupriver. Salmon, although, is 
he principal species of the finny tribe which 
s caught. They sometimes grow to an im- 
ncnsc sire and arc caught in large numbers. 
There is a small salmon canning eslablish- 
nent here, but the bulk of them are shipped 
east fo St. Paul and other points. In the 
river Ihe Indians fish for trout and other 
varieties, coining back to their squatty 
ionics with as many as they can carry.

bright just like a mirror. There is quite a 
controversy as to the proper name of (his 
mountain. The proper name is Mt. Kainier ; 
the people over in Seattle call it Mt. Seattle] 
while here it is styled Mt. Tacoma. 


I now will try and tell you of some of (lie 


improvements of this "Cily of Destiny." 
First of all we have fine water works, fur- 
nisking good water from a small lake out on 
the prairie, which is always nice and cool. So 
much so that it is always good drinking 
water the jeat i-ouud without the use of ice 
which is rather expensive here, and is not 
much used. Then next comes ft system of 
electric lighting, which illuminates the butii- 
ncss and principal resident streets; there is 
also a good sized gas house. There are three 
lines of street cars, two of which are in op- 
eialion. One line is run by steam motors 
and the other by horses. There is a great 
deal of talk about a cable line to run UD the 
bill, but it has not matured as yet. When 
the Northern Pacific builds its car shops and 
yards it will have over two million dollars 
worth of property in Tacoma. It is justnow 
completing its large building for the different 
oHiccs of Ihe road and land company. There 
arc six banks, a savings institution, and a 
building association in active business, and 
all paying well. A large opera house is in 
the course of erection and it is said it will be 
the finest one north of San Francisco. 
Washington College and the Annie Wright 
Seminary are new institutions in the educa- 
lional lino that are of great value to the city. 
There arc two daily papers and four weekly 
papoi-s published, and all seem to be flourish- 
ing. 
We have churches of all denominations 


even to the Swedish, Scandinavian and 
Russian churches. There are a great many 
other improvements, 
such as wholesale 


houses, grain elevators, hotels, saw mills 
flour mills, foundries, machine shops, etc. 


Tbe papers claim 20,000 inhabitants for 


Tacoma, but that is a little excessive, I think, 
and from what others say, too, fifteen or six- 
teen thousand would be nearer the mark. 
Bui Tacoma is growing so rapiJly, that it 
will not belong before it will have the first 
mentioned number. 


There have been over 400 buildings erect- 


ed, or in the course of erection, during the 
last eight months, quite a number of the 
business houses being of brick, but none 
of Ihe dwellings, as far as Ihave knowledge 
are built of that material. 


As to the soil, for farming purposes, 
fi 


look at it you would think it was extremely 
poor, but just the opposite is the ease. It is 
very rich, fruit, berries, potatoes and most 
vegetables growing to a tremendous size, par- 
ticularly cabbage and turnips, but a great 
many of them are not of as good flavor as 
the eastern fruits, nolably the apples and 
peaches, but the plums, cherries and peara 
are delicious.

th« limbs. T noticed, in particular, one 
plum tree that had a prop under nearly every 
branch which was over-burdened with fruit. 
The nights are too cool to raise some things, 
though, no wheat, corn, melons, or lima 
beans being raised at all. But wheat is 
raised not many miles inland, and poultry 
are 
mostly fed upon wheat, instead of 


corn, the former being go much cheaper. 


The principal agricultural industry around 


here is hop raising. Through all the valley,for 
thirty or forty miles inland, will be seen im- 
mense hop fields. Just now is the picking 
season, and is tbe time when tbe Indians 
flock in from all parts of the country to 
make a little money picking. A great num- 
ber of white people, also, leave their homes, 
whole families going into the hop fields, 
and if they have two or three children, can 
make five or six dollars a day. 
They get 


one dollar Dor box, each box holding fifteen 
bushels. 
A fast and steady worker can 


pick two boxes a day.

I now will try and tell you of some of (lie 


improvements of this "Cily of Destiny." 
First of all we have fine water works, fur- 
nisking good water from a small lake out on 
the prairie, which is always nice and cool. So 
much so that it is always good drinking 
water the jeat i-ouud without the use of ice 
which is rather expensive here, and is not 
much used. Then next comes ft system of 
electric lighting, which illuminates the butii- 
ncss and principal resident streets; there is 
also a good sized gas house. There are three 
lines of street cars, two of which are in op- 
eialion. One line is run by steam motors 
and the other by horses. There is a great 
deal of talk about a cable line to run UD the 
bill, but it has not matured as yet. When 
the Northern Pacific builds its car shops and 
yards it will have over two million dollars 
worth of property in Tacoma. It is justnow 
completing its large building for the different 
oHiccs of Ihe road and land company. There 
arc six banks, a savings institution, and a 
building association in active business, and 
all paying well. A large opera house is in 
the course of erection and it is said it will be 
the finest one north of San Francisco. 
Washington College and the Annie Wright 
Seminary are new institutions in the educa- 
lional lino that are of great value to the city. 
There arc two daily papers and four weekly 
papoi-s published, and all seem to be flourish- 
ing. 
We have churches of all denominations 


even to the Swedish, Scandinavian and 
Russian churches. There are a great many 
other improvements, 
such as wholesale 


houses, grain elevators, hotels, saw mills 
flour mills, foundries, machine shops, etc. 


Tbe papers claim 20,000 inhabitants for 


Tacoma, but that is a little excessive, I think, 
and from what others say, too, fifteen or six- 
teen thousand would be nearer the mark. 
Bui Tacoma is growing so rapiJly, that it 
will not belong before it will have the first 
mentioned number. 


There have been over 400 buildings erect- 


ed, or in the course of erection, during the 
last eight months, quite a number of the 
business houses being of brick, but none 
of Ihe dwellings, as far as Ihave knowledge 
are built of that material. 


As to the soil, for farming purposes, 
fi 


look at it you would think it was extremely 
poor, but just the opposite is the ease. It is 
very rich, fruit, berries, potatoes and most 
vegetables growing to a tremendous size, par- 
ticularly cabbage and turnips, but a great 
many of them are not of as good flavor as 
the eastern fruits, nolably the apples and 
peaches, but the plums, cherries and peara 
are delicious. 
The trees grow so rapidly 


here that they 
bear fruit two or three 


years after they are 
set out, and then 


they 
commence lo bear so plentifully 


that props are eoni-Miiy ^c,.,;^,! »„ «,,non't 
th« limbs. T noticed, in particular, one 
plum tree that had a prop under nearly every 
branch which was over-burdened with fruit. 
The nights are too cool to raise some things, 
though, no wheat, corn, melons, or lima 
beans being raised at all. But wheat is 
raised not many miles inland, and poultry 
are 
mostly fed upon wheat, instead of 


corn, the former being go much cheaper. 


The principal agricultural industry around 


here is hop raising. Through all the valley,for 
thirty or forty miles inland, will be seen im- 
mense hop fields. Just now is the picking 
season, and is tbe time when tbe Indians 
flock in from all parts of the country to 
make a little money picking. A great num- 
ber of white people, also, leave their homes, 
whole families going into the hop fields, 
and if they have two or three children, can 
make five or six dollars a day. 
They get 


one dollar Dor box, each box holding fifteen 
bushels. 
A fast and steady worker can 


pick two boxes a day. 


Last, but not least, is tbe mineral weallh 


of the country, whioh is great, but

do not know much about the minerals 
There are iron, coal and silver mines, lime 
kilns, brick yards, marble ledges and coke 
ovens, all within a few miles of Tacoma, A

Con.- 
Cress passed a retnlifttion measure with- 
out division on party lines, 'iho president 
made no attempt to enforce this legisla- 
tion during that Reason, nor in the fol- 
lowing year, although as many as 400 
Amciican vessels were boarded, seized, 
harassed and subjected to expense or an- 
POT anoo on tho Dominion seaboard. 
Ho 


met congress with a complaint that tho 
retaliatory powwo wo«ct uJB.4fQ«iat«, and 
th« dcclarnlion that Jit/lomacy waa ffee 
only remedy. Tlio senate promptly en- 
larged those powers In 1887, Democrats 
mid Republicans voting as one man. 
Then « as witnessed a strange spectacle. 
Tho nclmiaibtration exerted all its influ- 
ence for months to prevent the passage 
of any retaliation measure. Tho Belmont 
and Manning projects wero brought for- 
ward apparently for tho express purpose 
of blo''knif!; legislation altogether on this 
subject. This maneuver was defeated by 
the passage of tiie seuate bill in the houso 
largely by Republican votes. 


Tho administration having been twice 


armed with 
authority from 
congress 


evaded its responsibility, neglected to en- 
force the retaliation acts and pursued its 
diplomatic adventures 
After hundreds 


of American vessels had been harassed 
and denied their commercial rights it 
mi'do a humiliating trenty of surrender 
without securing reparation for wrongs 
suffered by American citizens or for in- 
sults offered to tho American flag. At 
the same time it had loaded Canadian cor- 
porations w ith gratuities worth millions 
of dollars to them in their warfare upon 
American commerce and railways.

He says "It will give them free o 


duty raw material from England am 
Australia, whore the quality ib very fine 
to mix with the common grades gi'owi 
here. If tho wool imported was of equa 
grade with ours the effect might bo differ 
eut, but it is much superior." 


Mr. Gould's reasoning is just about as 


sensible as that of the philosopher who 
cut two holes in his gate for his two cats 
a big hole fer the big cat and a little hole 
for the kittou. It is true that the wooi 
now imported is of a fine grade, but if wo 
admit wool dnty free is it not obvious 
that wool of low grade will rush in upon 
us to the destruction of our own wool in- 
dustry? Not even Mr. Gould could open 
a flood gate to a rushing river and expecl 
only pure, clear water to come in. It is 
the low grade wool that wo want to keep 
out until wo can improve our own clip 
and raise our own high grade wools. 


But Mr. Gould does not know his sub- 


ject 
We raise a great deal of high 


grade wool, and the domestic product is 
certainly increasing, being stimulated bv 
a protective tariff. 
There are, too, some 


low grade wools Imported, of a special 
kind, but not iu great quantities. 


The manufacturers of wool do not agree 


with Mr. Gould. New England is al- 
most a unit against f"c>e wool, and the 
manufacturers may bo supposed to know 
as much about their own needs as Mr. 
Gould con, whose labors have been popu 
larly supposed to be confined rather to 
destroying than to making; that Is, ex- 
cept to making a colossal fortune out of 
the misfortunes of others.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle,

Con.- 
Cress passed a retnlifttion measure with- 
out division on party lines, 'iho president 
made no attempt to enforce this legisla- 
tion during that Reason, nor in the fol- 
lowing year, although as many as 400 
Amciican vessels were boarded, seized, 
harassed and subjected to expense or an- 
POT anoo on tho Dominion seaboard.

met congress with a complaint that tho 
retaliatory powwo wo«ct uJB.4fQ«iat«, and 
th« dcclarnlion that Jit/lomacy waa ffee 
only remedy. Tlio senate promptly en- 
larged those powers In 1887, Democrats 
mid Republicans voting as one man. 
Then « as witnessed a strange spectacle. 
Tho nclmiaibtration exerted all its influ- 
ence for months to prevent the passage 
of any retaliation measure. Tho Belmont 
and Manning projects wero brought for- 
ward apparently for tho express purpose 
of blo''knif!; legislation altogether on this 
subject. This maneuver was defeated by 
the passage of tiie seuate bill in the houso 
largely by Republican votes. 


Tho administration having been twice 


armed with 
authority from 
congress 


evaded its responsibility, neglected to en- 
force the retaliation acts and pursued its 
diplomatic adventures 
After hundreds 


of American vessels had been harassed 
and denied their commercial rights it 
mi'do a humiliating trenty of surrender 
without securing reparation for wrongs 
suffered by American citizens or for in- 
sults offered to tho American flag. At 
the same time it had loaded Canadian cor- 
porations w ith gratuities worth millions 
of dollars to them in their warfare upon 
American commerce and railways. This 
is 
the administration that suddenly 


bounces upon the scene like a circus 
clown in the stripes and spangles of 
the American flag, shrieking that it will 
retaliate and fijjht hard if congress will 
only furnish it with a larger pair of box- 
ing gloves.—Now York Tubune.

here. If tho wool imported was of equa 
grade with ours the effect might bo differ 
eut, but it is much superior." 


Mr. Gould's reasoning is just about as 


sensible as that of the philosopher who 
cut two holes in his gate for his two cats 
a big hole fer the big cat and a little hole 
for the kittou. It is true that the wooi 
now imported is of a fine grade, but if wo 
admit wool dnty free is it not obvious 
that wool of low grade will rush in upon 
us to the destruction of our own wool in- 
dustry? Not even Mr. Gould could open 
a flood gate to a rushing river and expecl 
only pure, clear water to come in. It is 
the low grade wool that wo want to keep 
out until wo can improve our own clip 
and raise our own high grade wools. 


But Mr. Gould does not know his sub- 


ject 
We raise a great deal of high 


grade wool, and the domestic product is 
certainly increasing, being stimulated bv 
a protective tariff. 
There are, too, some 


low grade wools Imported, of a special 
kind, but not iu great quantities. 


The manufacturers of wool do not agree 


with Mr. Gould. New England is al- 
most a unit against f"c>e wool, and the 
manufacturers may bo supposed to know 
as much about their own needs as Mr. 
Gould con, whose labors have been popu 
larly supposed to be confined rather to 
destroying than to making; that Is, ex- 
cept to making a colossal fortune out of 
the misfortunes of others.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle,
